Heita That Ent Their Own Eggs- 
As a rnlo, when bens have suitable 


food they don't cat their own eggs. 
To preserve e«gs from being eaten un- 
der exceptionSl conditions there are a 
number of devices. There is, for in- 
stance, n nest with a bottom of woven 
•wire with a mesh big enough to let an 
esg through. The egg goes throngh the 
thin layer of bay with which the uest 
is lined aud through the wide meshed 
bottom to fall safely in a bed of hay un- 
derneath. 


Another device is automatic and set 


in operation by the chicken itself when 
it steps off the nest. Thus relieved of 
tbe chicken's weight, tbe nest tilts up 
enough to roll tbe egg off into a place of 
safety made for its reception. 


Chickens are commonly carried on 


deep water ships on long voyages to eup 
ply eggs for the captain's table and oc- 
casionally n fowl. Chickens at sea ate 
more likely to eat their own eggs than 
they are ashore. To prevent this among 
the chickens carried on his vessel the 
captain of au American ship rigged a 
contrivance that answered tbe purpose 
and was adapted to tbe situation. He 
attached to tbe underside of tho nest a 
sbooto by which tbe egg whon laid wns 
carried safely down to a box bulow. - 
New York Sun.
